A meeting of the Officers and Directors of QCWA was calied 
by the President K7UGA April 17, 1972 im the U.S. Capitol 
Building, Washington, D.C. in the Arthur H,. Vandenburg 
Room. The meeting was called to order by the President at 
12 Noon EST. All Officers and directors were present. 


President Goldwater asked if there were any objections to 
the minutes of Nov,, 23, 1971 meeting. Hearing none, min- 
utes stand approved, 


W2NQR presented the treasurers report and stated that the 
budget was right on target. Motion by W2KH and seconded 
by W&KW that treasurer's report be accepted and a vote of 
thanks be given to W2NQR for his excelient job. it was 
unanimously approved by the Board. 


W2JE, the General Manager gave his report which included 
providing for a new typewriter. [t was decided to hold 
this until next year. , 
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W2JE requested board approval of 495 new members Signed on 
during 1971, and suspending 88 for non payment of dues. 
Board approval received. 


Reference the Gctober meeting, it was decided to put it 
back on a Saturday night basis because of the inconvenienc 
caused by thoseworking till 4:30 and being unabie to atten 
the meeting at 6:30PM. Due to the conflict by the Hudson 
Division convention it was sugges tes by W3RE to hold the 
Annual Meeting in Washington, DC, this year. President 
Goldwater and Director Robinson will work on this, with 
Presidents Goldwater's staff investigating places for the 
meeting in October. Upon pitt leks the information this 
will be sent to W2JE for publication in the QCWA News, 


W2JE proposed changing the gs Riggeets back to the 1947 status 
W2KH moved that the By-Laws be tabled. This was seconded 
by W3RE but 221 the Directors abstained from voting so it 
was then re stated that the motion be tabled which was 
unanimously approved. - 


W2JE brought up the matter on changes to the constitution 
and By-Laws which were approved by members at the 1970 
meeting. These changes will be incorporated in the 1972-73 
QCWA Yearbook. :

ive Secretary and Editor of the QCWA News. 


Motion was made 4 W6ATC, and seconded by W2KW, that W5EJ, 
L. F. Heithecker be re appointed as Associate Editor. The 
were no dissenting votes and the board extended their 
thanks for a job weil done. 


Moved by W2KW, seconded by WSKW that W2JE's report be 
accepted and a vote of thanks for a job well done. 
Unanimously approved by the Board. 


The scholarshipprogram was discussed at length. A suggest- 
ion of a questionaire tear out sheet in the News for the 
members reaction to the as peel a program. This brought 
out the fact we should consider tabling this until the 
investigation regarding non-profit organization set up 
under S01C Sub 3. The president appointed W3RE to look 
into this matter and report at the next meeting. 


W2KW made a motion that W2ASI be re instated as a Life 
Member. The board approved this re instatement. 
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Motion by W8KW, and seconded by WAYX, that the QCWA ga on 
record in favor of the ARRL's proposal by W35W, regarding 
the grandfathering-in those amateurs of 60 years of age or 
over and 40 years of operation, to the next highest grade, 
providing they presently hald an advanced class license, 
after the FCC assigns a dacket number. A letter will be 
sent to ARRL regarding the above motion that the entire 
Board of Directors are in favor of the motion. 


Discussion was had on the Hoover Cup with a lot of mixed 
reaction. The President felt the National must do some- 
thing to get the Chapters to work for or compete, such as; 
the best operators, contributions, etc. 


At 1330 hours the President asked to be excused and asked 
Vice President W6ATC to carry on the rest of the meeting. 
A rising vote of thanks was given Senator Goldwater Lor 
his hospitality. : 


A discussion was had regarding adding three more directors 
s0 one director could be had from each district. It was 
brought out that ony district could nominate a Director 
with 100 signatures or more but it should be emphasized 
that all Officers and Directors must pay their own expense 
The mattey was left open for future discussion.

QCwW4 ~— 25 YEARS IN AMATEUA RADIO - QCWA 


RECOLLECTIONS OF A YOUNG WIRELESS EXPERIMENTER 


By George A. Sterling, WIAE 


My interest in wireless started in the year 1908 when | discovered 
a school chum reading a Hugo Gernsback Electro Importing Catalog of 
wireless equipment, This young friend loaned the catalog to me and 
the bug bit me hard! Thés was a very hungry bug, because it also 
bit my friend next door, a ministers son. We started winding coils 
and managed to get enough money to purchase some silicon from the 
E.-I. Company to use as a detector. Securing wire to build a large 
4-wire antenna of the ship-style of that time gave us a bit of a 
problem because of low financtal position. My friend however, was 
observant, and remembered seeing a lang telephone wire line running 
to an abandoned quarry. We decided to borrow the wire. After a long}; 
job of shinnying up the poles to free the wire from the insulators 
we were able to get it home, The wire was insulated, and since we 
were pioneers in our little village we had no one we could consult 
with about wireless problems, Whe were certain that the antenna wire 
had to be bare if it was to pick up wireless signals, Removing many 
hundreds of feet of insulation appeared to be a terrific problem ‘til 
we hit upon the idea of putting the roll of telephone wire in the 
large hot-air furnace of the Parsonage, thus putting the fire to 
work in removing the insulation, Being young we no sooner had an 
idea until we were putting ft to the test - the wire went into the 
furnace, We did not reckon with the type of insulation covering 
the wire, [na few moments great rolls of black smoke started to 
pour from the chimney of the Parsonage, seeping out of the furnace 
door and into the hot-air ducts and so on up into the rooms above. 
The minister was in his study preparing his Sunday Sermon, but upon 
perceiving the smoke he hastily retreated to the street, just in 
time to meet the fire truck arriving on the scene after being called 
by a neighbor. Needless to say, we were duly reprimanded, and took 
quite a razzing from our friends in town and one of them humorously 
said he heard the minister had changed the tittle of his sermon to 
"Juventle Delinquency." As to the wire - well, the hot fire took 
all of the temper out of the copper wire, and in addition the 
insulation did not burn clean, but instead sort of glued the wire 
together in one big mess making it very nasty to handle...later we 
were able to buy some aluminum wire.

The late General David Sarnoff, as a 21-year old wireless operator 
at the Wanamaker Wireless Station aton the store picked up the first 
distress calls from the Titanic and stayed on watch for 72 hours ta 
copy a list of the survivors picked up by the $$ Carpathia, and to 
exchange messages with that Ship!
